est, best dra in e d land in Costa Rica. 
two miles from the unguard ed shore 
of the Pacific Ocean, about 15 mile 
from P unta renns, on the Gulf of Ni- 
coya. On it a r e engaged today 30 J a p ­ 
anese ‘‘fa rm ers.” 
They say they a re 
"growing cotton.” T heir boss is a r e ­ 
serve officer of the Jap an es e navy. 
I asked the President of Costa Rica, 
His Excellency Dr. Leon Cortez C as­ 
tro. why the J a p a n e s e should he p e r­ 
mitted to maintain so obvious a th re a t 
to the vital national defense interests 
of the United States, and the President 
reassuringly a n sw e re d : 
“That so-called Ja p a n e s e airfield is 
a legend. About ten families of J a p ­ 
anese recently cam e here to do cotton 
planting n e ar Alajuola and 
Pun tar- 
enns. 
The m ain reason was J a p a n ’.*; 
unfavorable balance of tr ade and hei 
desire to grow cotton in Costa Rica 
which Julian could then buy. Under no 
cir cu mst ances could Costa Rica make 
common sense ca use with any country 
against the United States.” 
The Pre sid ent's sincerity is beyond 
question. 
Ile is undoubtedly a tr ue 
friend of the United States. N everthe­ 
less, expert ju d g m e n t on the J a p a n e s e ' 
field differs from the Pre s id e n t’s a nd 
the opinion of military and naval men 
is without exception that the field is 
indubitably intended for an a ir base.

They tri< d to make haste, through 
burning dins that blackened their 
nearly naked todies, through desert 
nights that numbed them with cold.

A fter the enemy deserted the field 
in fnce of tho cannon, the tragic 
Kearney column moved en liko a 
wounded snake dragging its broken 
length over tho sand.

K it Carson looked at tho tragic 
scene about him, and down tho hill

There was only one chanco to save 
the survivors of tho battle of San 
Paseual. As Kit Carson told Gen­ 
eral Kearney of that chance, his soft 
draw l quickened with despair. 
"W e know Commodore Stockton is 
only tw enty miles aw ay at San 
Diego. I f we could get word to him, 
creep through the throe lines of 
Mexican sentinels below us— ”

gaunt hill. Below, the triple lines of 
Mexicans

Beyond,

die. Fo r this wait on the hill could 
mean only death, without food or 
water, w ith only warm mule blood 
to hold life in desperate men. 
A skillful scout, like K it, might 
hope to outwit a single line. 
But 
how could any living being hope to 
escape til rough throe! 
I ’ll try it with you, Carson,” 
spoke up Lieutenant Ed w ard Fitz* 
gerald Beale. 
He was a young and ardent mid­ 
shipman, only twenty-four years old. 
Kearney, the cold general, seemed 
close to tears. He lifted his haad in 
a gesture of acquiescence and bless­ 
ing. 
I accept your offer,’’ he said sim­ 
ply. " It is our only hope.” 
The preyers of his soldiers fol­ 
lowed Kit and Beale down the hill 
that night. 
They had no food ta 
carry. 
Each had a revolver and a 
knife. 
K it led like an Indian on 
hands and knees, putting an ear to 
tile ground to sound out their safety. 
Their shoes were slung to their belts. 
Cactus 
spines ate through 
their 
palms, and 
even to their 
knees 
through the buckskin. The two could 
have been no more tormented had 
they crawled through flame. 
A sentinel rode close and halted 
his horse almost over the two men. 
They crouched under a cactas. The 
Mexican dismounted and struck a 
light with flint and steel. 
K it, crouching, heard behind him 
a pounding like the thump of a tom­ 
tom. It was Beale’s heart, beating. 
Beale crept forward and whispered. 
"W e ’re done for. L e t’s stand up 
and fight it out.” 
Tile light flared. The -soldier lit a 
cigarette, and moved on. 
“ I ’ve been in worse planes,” whis­ 
pered K it, and led on to the second 
line. 
D ie patrol was constantly in mo­ 
tion.

Til is wa s only natural because Japa n t 
does not use much of Costa Ri ca ’s i 
principal products, coffee, ban ana s and 
cocoa, while the poorer Costa Ricans 
demand the cheap Ja pa n es e goods.

ingenio us remedy. 
He would teach the Costa R ic ans to 
grow cotton and then Japan would buy 
the cotton and th ereb y rectify the trade 
balance.
